SCHOOL  HISTORY 


Built  in  1859  by  the  flamboyant  Sheriff  of  Ontario  County,  Nelson  Gilbert  "Iron"  Reynolds, 
Trafalgar  Castle  remains  a  unique  Canadian  treasure.  Designed  by  the  Toronto  architect  Joseph 
Sheard,  the  castle  was  built  of  limestone  and  stone  in  the  Elizabethan  style.  It  boasts  15  towers, 
secret  passageways,  a  tunnel  to  Lake  Ontario,  and  was  reputed  to  have  cost  an  astounding 
$70,000.  Guarded  by  the  stone  Trafalgar  Lions,  the  main  entrance  doors  of  solid  oak  lead  into 
a  wide  hallway  some  105  feet  long.  This  central  hall  faces  a  massive  carved  oak  staircase 
dominated  by  four  magnificent  stained  glass  windows  incorporating  the  Arms  of  England, 
Scotland,  Canada,  and  the  Reynolds  families.  There  were  73  separate  apartments  and  many  of 
the  materials  and  furnishings  were  imported  from  Europe.  The  Castle  was  lit  by  gaslight, 
manufactured  in  its  own  gashouse  on  the  extensive  grounds.  Some  of  the  fine  marble  fireplaces 
were  carved  by  Jonathon  Wolfenden  of  Whitby.  Nelson  Reynolds  fathered  24  children  with  two 
wives.  An  officer  in  the  11th  Lancers  of  England,  Nelson  Reynolds  was  elected  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Upper  Canada.  He  prospered  as  the  President  of  the  Marmora  Foundry,  and  was 
involved  in  banking,  mercantile  business,  railroads  and  shipping.  During  their  years  in  residence, 
the  Reynolds  lived  and  entertained  lavishly.  The  glittering  receptions  and  balls  made  Trafalgar 
Castle  the  centre  of  society  and  numbered  among  its  guests.  Prince  Arthur,  third  son  of  Queen 
Victoria,  and  later,  the  Duke  of  Connaugbt,  who  became  Governor  General  of  Canada.  Beset 
with  financial  difficulties,  Reynolds  was  forced  to  sell  his  dream  home  to  the  Methodist  Church. 
In  1874  Trafalgar  Castle  became  the  Ontario  Ladies'  College,  a  residential  school  for  young 
ladies.  Nelson  Reynolds  served  on  the  Board  of  directors  until  his  death  in  1881.  More  than  100 
years  later,  O.L.C.  was  renamed  Trafalgar  Castle,  and  remains  to  this  day  a  school  for  young 
women.

Reflecting  on  the  theme  school  "ties",  it  strikes  me  immediately  how  many  ways  the  word  "ties"  can  be  interpreted.  We 
like  to  think  of  our  school  as  a  family  and  it  really  is  quite  striking  the  various  ties  that  bind  us  to  this  family  we  call  Trafalgar 
Castle  School. 

We  start  with  this  wonderful  book  in  which  each  year  we  reflect  the  events  and  record  for  posterity  the  many  faces  that 
make  up  our  community.  The  book  itself  is  bound  together  by  the  ties  printers  use  to  attach  the  pages  and  the  cover  that 
represents  the  finished  product  we  call  the  yearbook.  Within  these  covers  in  years  to  come  alumnae  will  find  memories  that 
will  help  to  tie  them  to  their  old  school.  Without  these  ties  of  memory  former  students  are  more  likely  to  drift  off  and  forget 
their  allegiance  to  Trafalgar  Castle.  Without  these  ties  our  school  would  be  less  than  what  it  is. 

Rail  travel  is  making  a  bit  of  a  come-back.  Many  day  students  come  to  school  each  day  on  the  GO  train.  Many  boarders 
still  travel  by  VIA  Rail  to  and  from  the  school  and,  in  our  early  years,  rail  travel  was  essential  to  our  existence.  The  tracks  that 
carry  those  trains  are  joined  by  ties. 

Part  of  our  uniform  is  the  school  tie.  More  important  still  is  the  house  tie.  Each  girl  strives  to  earn  her  house  tie.  In  so 
doing  she  commits  herself  to  the  spirit  both  of  her  house  and  the  school.  Once  she  has  earned  her  house  tie  she  can  consider 
herself  a  full-fledged  member  of  the  Trafalgar  Castle  family. 

We  play  a  lot  of  sports  here  at  the  school.  Naturally  we  like  to  win.  However,  for  me  quite  often  the  best  score  is  a  tie  in 
which  no  one  wins  or,  as  I  see  it,  everyone  wins. 

For  many  students  the  most  important  ties  developed  here  are  ties  of  friendship.  Many  will  make  life-long  friends  which 
will  bind  their  lives  in  a  multitude  of  ways.  We  even  have  instances  where  a  girl  marries  her  best  friend's  brother,  thereby 
forming  a  true  family  tie. 

Finally,  we  have  the  tie  of  obligation.  As  members  of  the  large  Trafalgar  Castle  family  we  all  have  the  duty  to  carry  on  its 
teachings  long  after  we  depart  from  its  halls.  Most  important  we  have  the  obligation  to  represent  as  best  we  can  its  motto  of 
"truth,  virtue,  loveliness".  There  is  no  greater  tie  than  this.

VALEDICTORY  ADDRESS 


I  can  hardly  believe  I  am  standing  here  today  giving  what  will  probably  be  my  last 
speech  at  Trafalgar.  Usually  I  would  be  thrilled  at  never  having  to  make  another 
speech.  But  under  the  circumstances  my  feelings  are  quite  the  opposite.  I  really  can't 
believe  this  is  the  end!  When  I  entered  Trafalgar  three  years  ago,  I  didn't  know  what 
to  think!  Had  I  made  a  mistake?  Here  was  a  world  completely  different  from  the  one 
I  was  used  to.  I  was  surrounded  by  old  paintings,  girls,  beautiful  stained  glass  windows.

These  same  girls  have  now  become  my  friends  and  my  support.  As  Head  Girl  I've 
had  to  rely  on  them  for  encouragement  and  help,  particularly  the  Prefects.

Whether  your  interest  lies  in  academic  or  athletic  areas,  plenty  of  activities  are 
available  to  you.  Make  time  for  friends.  The  greatest  assets  of  Trafalgar  are  the  girls 
you  meet  and  the  friendships  which  develop. 

To  the  faculty  -  well,  what  can  I  say?  If  it  weren't  for  you  I  don't  think  we  would 
have  survived  such  a  hectic  year!  Between  house  games,  practices,  homework  and 
those  loveable  Independent  Study  Projects,  I'm  sure  we  all  would  have  been  lost  if 
you  had  not  been  there  to  push  us  to  our  limits,  limits  we  never  thought  possible.  I'm 
positive  all  the  essays  and  ISP's  were  assigned  for  our  benefit;  you  were  only  thinking 
of  what  was  best  for  us!

NATIONAL  CHEMISTRY  WEEK 


Our  students  and  their  teacher  Mr. 
Davis  took  the  Mole-By-The-Nose  and 
planned  a  week  of  NCW/SNC 
activities.  They  really  had  a  blast! 

Grade  11  students  made  posters  of 
an  element  that  they  had  chosen.  The 
poster  was  to  display  all  pertinent 
information  about  their  chosen 
element.  In  the  middle  of  the  poster 
was  to  be  a  space  into  which  was  placed 
a  sheet  of  paper  with  the  element's 
symbol,  atomic  number  and  atomic 
mass.  The  poster  was  to  become  one 
part  of  a  huge  periodic  table  which  was 
on  display  throughout  NCW/SNC.  The 
size  of  the  periodic  table  was  ten 
metres  long  by  three  metres  high. 

OAC  students  made  posters  to 
commemorate  Mole  Day  and  promote 
this  sacred  value.  These  were  mounted 
throughout  the  school. 

A  week  long  contest  was  held  to 
Guess  -  The  -  Moles  -  Of  -  Sucrose.  A 
volumetric  flask  was  filled  with  sugar 
and  students  were  given  the 
opportunity  to  make  a  guess.  The  flask 
was  put  on  display  in  the  main  hallway 
along  with  the  prizes  to  be  won.  These 
included  a  Mole  Day  T-shirt,  a  drinking 
bird,  and  ChemSmile  stickers  from  the 
University  of  Waterloo.

Each  day  at  lunch,  one  lucky 
student's  name  was  drawn  for  a  grab- 
bag  of  items  such  as  candy,  NCW/SNC 
buttons,  stickers  and  balloons,  pocket 


periodic  tables  and  other  fun  items. 

On  October  19  at  lunch,  an  auction 
for  a  specially  designed  Mole  Day  Cake 
was  held.  The  bidding  for  this 
delectable  dessert  climaxed  at  $40.00,  a 
bid  put  forward  by  the  Grade  7  class. 

October  20,  the  Grade  11  biology 
class  performed  the  short  skit  "An  Ace 
in  the  Mole",  based  on  a  song  made 
famous  by  Mike  Offutt  and  distributed 
by  the  National  Mole  Day  Foundation 
in  Prairie  du  Chien,  WI. 

There  were  four  entries  from 
Trafalgar  Castle  School  in  the  regional 
Crystal  Growing  Competition,  run  by 
the  Toronto  Section.  The  best  crystal 
landed  in  10th  place  with  a  total  score 
of  78  points.  Two  other  crystals  also 
rated  in  the  70s  as  well.

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ARTS  IN  ACTION  AWARDS 


This  year  the  Parents'  Guild  sponsored  monthly  "Arts  in  Action"  awards,  designed 
to  reward  students  for  individual  creative  work  in  a  way  which  would  allow  the  Guild 
to  participate  in  the  academic  life  of  our  children  and  to  reinforce  and  support 
individual  effort.

She  dehvered  all  of 
the  Bates'  children  and  loved  them  quite  a  bit  -  but  in  those  days  you  didn't  interfere 
with  other  people's  problems,  especially  Mr.  Bates's  problems.  Most  people  around 
our  area  feared  him".
